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Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of Middleton: 

I herewith submit my third annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 

The employment situation in this country is 
tragic. Allegedly there are 10,000,000 unemployed 4,000,- 
000 being young persons between sixteen and twenty- 
four years of age. Disappointed youth has the greatest 
right to complain. Free government is on trial to-day in 
the opportunity and faith in the future that it offers its 
youth. Unemployed youth is the soil on which dictator- 
ships grow to power. 

It would be very fine if the beautiful, fertile fields 
of Middleton could be more highly cultivated and its re- 
sources developed so that more of its youth might find 
pleasant and profitable employment here. 

As usual, two schools are open, one at the Corner 
and one at the Ridge. At present we have fifteen pupils 
at the Ridge and thirteen pupils at the Corner. It would 
seem that in the near future these two could be com- 
bined into one school. 

A new chimney has been built at the Corner and 
inside painting done at the Ridge. Screen doors have also 
been provided at the Ridge. During the coming year the 
Ridge School should be painted outside, the shed repaired 
and the lawn graded. At the Corner the building needs 
painting both inside and out, a new door should be fitted 
and the shed should be remodelled. 

Health work and visual education have been car- 
ried on as usual. The report of the school nurse, Mrs. 
Irene Jones, is appended. More attention should be 
given to correction of defects which the health inspec- 
tion reveals. 
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Last June we graduated a class of five: 
Martha Hill, Wallace Hill, Alden Jenness, 
Dorothy Johnson and David McQueen. 


The following entered or returned to high school 
from Middleton in September: 


Wendall Farrell, Clarence Jenness, Fred Tufts, 
Harvey Titcomb, Alden Jenness, Anna Kimball, 
Prisco DiPrizio, John DiPrizio. 


Middleton does well to send its boys and girls on to ad- 
vanced schools. It would be very desirable if some of 
these fine young people, as they graduate from high 
school, could attend post-secondary schools - colleges, 
normal schools, business schools, hospital training 
schools, or trade schools. 

For the year ending June 30, 1939, we had an av- 
erage attendance of 31.93, an average membership of 
33.42 and a percent of 95.45.

Special thanks and appreciation should be extend- 
ed to the school board and the selectmen for straighten- 
ing out the tangle into which school finances had been 
allowed to become involved. All of the appropriation for 
1939 has been paid over to the school district, and ar- 
rangements have been made to pay over, by gradual 
instalments, the amount due from balances held back 
over a series of years, as found by the investigation of 
the State Tax Commission.
